[The Right To be Let Alone 


I believe in the First Freedom: the right 
to be “let alone.” During the days of Amer- 
icanism, the Supreme Court ruled in the 
case of Olmstead vs. United States, 277 U.S. 
478 (1928), as follows: 

“The makers of the Constitution . . . 
sought to protect Americans in their beliefs, 
their thoughts, their emotions and- their 
sensations. They conferred, as against the 
Government, the right to be LET ALONE 
— the most comprehensive of rights and the 
right most valued by civilized man.” 

Our present autocratic Supreme Court 
(backed by the Eisenhower Administration) 
has reversed this ruling — just as they did 
all previous rulings and precedents anent 
Amendment XIV to the Constitution — so 
that the only ones who may now enjoy full 
Constitutional rights unmolested, are the 
Alien Minorities.
